I am sending this little check from 
my sister and me for 
tin* Salvation 
Army fund. I wish that I were able 
j to multiply it many times. 
Thirty years ago the “White Chapel 
murders” stirred the world, for their 
fri'quency and atrocity were unequal - 
I led in the history of crime then. The 
White Chapel district, I think, begins 
east of 
Mark Lane in London,

runs on toward 
the India Docks.

Green,

In 1892 my husband and I were in 
london.

to cross thig dangerous
